Whoever formed this collection must have been an ardent admirer of Berghem’s 
lovely landscapes and spirited pictures of animals ; no pains seem to have been spared 
in obtaining good impressions, many of them being in the first proof state . From 
the library of Lord Haldon. 

Nicholas Berghem, bom 1620, died 1683 ; a landscape, animal, history, and portrait 
painter of the Dutch school. Entering the guild in Haarlem in 1642, he worked until 
1670, having probably visited Italy in 1648-65 ; he finally settled in Amsterdam. His 
early pictures resemble the work of Weenix, bat his later ones, representing mins and 
charming groups of figures and cattle, give evidence of originality in a remarkable 
degree. Apart from his extraordinary talent as a painter, his high standing as an 
etcher would give him a worthy place among the artists of the seventeenth centnry.

The Cyclopedia of Paintehs and Paintings is not only a fuller biographical 
dictionary than now exists of the painters of all times and schools, including prominent 
contemporaries, but it is as well a dictionary of works ; and in a form in which the one 
branch of information is as immediately accessible as the other. The important 
paintings of all periods are treated under their own names, in separate articles, in 
which are given accurate descriptions of each work, its date, its place o( preservation, 
its history from the time of leaving the painter's easel, notices of its replicas and copies, 
the names of its engravers, and such other facts as make the account as nearly as 
possible exhaustive. 

So great are the attractions and so high the merits of this work, that the British 
Museum authorities claimed and secured a copy as “an English publication." 

In the “ Cyclopedia of Painters and Painting,” edited by John Denison Champlin, 
jun. (Bernard Quaritch), we have a most admirable compendium, in four quarto 
volumes, of the information so much desired by artists and art-critics, as well as 
connoisseurs generally, upon the vast field indicated by the title. Mr. Quaritch has 
here published a work at once pleasing and useful, ranging over all the known history 
of painting, and giving the particulars in more or less detail of all the artists, great and 
small, ancient and modem. The plan of this laborious task, which has occupied a long 
• while in completion, is simple. Under the best-known name of each painter will be 
found the main facts of his life, with a list of his known works. If any of these be of 
importance, notice is given by the use of italics that the painting will lie found specially 
described elsewhere. The text, which is very clear, is enriched with 2001) illustrations, 
some being portraits, small but faithful, of the painters, and some outline reproductions 
of the principal canvases ; while each volume has for frontispiece a photogravure repre¬ 
senting some well-known picture. All the art world must welcome this elaborate and 
careful compilation, which brings into convenient form the history of the various 
schools, from Zeuxis and Apelles to men now living. These volumes, ulphabetically 
arranged, present, of course, the result of immense research, and will prove indispensable 
to all who have to write on art topics. The illustrations, though small, are often of 
high merit—as, for instance, the St. Anthony of Padua and the Infant Jesus, Elizabeth 
Sivani, Bologna Gallery ; the Ascension, by Perugino, of the Lyons Museum s the 
Aurora of Guido Beni, of the Palazzo Baspigliosi, at Rome. We should add that the 
autographs and special signatures of the principal artists are also given, adding not 
a little to the value of the compilation, which reflects the utmost credit on the editor 
and pnblisher.—Daily Telegraph, December 29th, 1888.

The 
smooth, sometime melodious, versification flows on from page to page, about dreams 
•nd souls and presences divine ; and the mystic pictures accompany them in keeping 
with the key-note vision, Blakcsquo enough in its conception, of twin figures 
stepping down a ladder of outstretched wings—the one, Dumb-show, bandaged as to 
his mouth the other, Blind-words, bandaged as to his eves. But the average reader 
soon begins to feel bandaged all over. Yet the figures in the pictures are clearly 
embodied enough. The author has given one odds by subjecting himself to the use of 
pen and pencil both. However aerial his speculations, he has had to clothe them in 
what his master called the human form divine, and the merest tyro at mysticism can 
take pleasure in the fine and expressive drawing of many of the figures. No one, 
indeed, can make the human body look as if it were built to fly without wings, as 
Blake made it look. Bnt Mr. Ellis’s winged beings are not without a kind of 
vraisemblance of their own.’’

portraits only excepted, which are put at the head of his works . . . the 
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following prints were arranged by Mr. Richard Livesay , Painter, and 
editor of the greater part of Hogarth's posthumous Works, who came over 
from England on purpose to copy, for an engraving, my picture of 
Picquet, or Virtue in Danger.” 

Lord Charlemont evinces in this preface great friendship and 
admiration for Hogarth, by whom the majority of the prints had been 
directly supplied.

Such an assemblage of Hogarth’s works in all their 
variations will never again occur for sale; whoever secures it will 
possess one of the greatest monuments of this great national painter, 
whom Lamb calls the “ Shakespeare of painting.”

It has been remarked over and over again, that the great achievements of 
Sculpture, Painting, and Architecture, are easily accessible for study by those who 
devote any attention to the Fine Arts; while the best productions of the men who 
laboured with the burin, the etching-needle, or the wood-engraver’s knife, are little 
known, except to the few wealthy amateurs who can buy the rare examples of such 
work, or the specialists who frequent the print-rooms of the Art Museums.

prices. It may be confidently asserted that even though such a thing 
were practicable, the formation of such a collection at the present day 
would cost several times the amount at which the above is now offered. 

The portraits include some magnificent mezzotints of the seventeenth 
and eighteenth centuries. 

Among the views and general engravings, more than one hundred 
of which are coloured, may be mentioned three exceedingly large 
plates of the sumptuous palace designed for Whitehall, by Inigo Jones, 
but never carried out; Gribelin’s largo plate of the Rubens ceiling in 
the Banqueting House, Whitehall; the large engraving of the Canter¬ 
bury Pilgrims, by Stothard, in a rare state, being the unfinished 
etching; and many views of the mansions of the nobility, nearly all of 
which are no longer in existence in any form. Many of the engravings 
are of considerable rarity, and include proofs in the first state, and 
India proofs.

One of the most magnificent books on the Art-Monuments of Spain, and probably 
superior to any other in the accuracy and learning of its author. The series of illus¬ 
trations was selected from works of art which were excellent by reason of their 
historical character or the beauty of their execution. Only 275 copies were printed, of 
which about 150 were absorbed by subscribers amongst the aristocracy of Spain. The 
book may therefore be regarded as virtually unpublished, and as likely before long, in 
consequence of its intrinsic worth and the short supply of copies, to become a costly 
rarity. 

“His great work, the * Iconografia Espanola,’ published in 1855 and 1864, con¬ 
tains seventy-four ‘ portraits, statues, and mausoleums.’ dating ‘ fi\»m the eleventh to 
the seventeenth centuries.’

He executed several copies of portraits after Goya, which have never been published, 
notably that of the famous Andalusian beauty ‘ La Duquesa de Alva.’ The mantilla, 
tnaja jacket, short black lace dress, silk stockings, and high-heeled shoes indicate the 
provincial costume of the ‘ duchess of the period ’ to perfection. That of Maria Luisa, 
the less beautiful and austere wife of Charles III, indicates Goya's character. He 
seems never to have flattered his sitters, even when nature had been gracious to them. 

Maria Luisa de Borbon, Duchess of San Fernando, figures in an empire dress, with a 
head-gear of feathers; and albeit nature had forgotten to favour her, the wayward 
artist painted her as she lived, plain and dowdy.”— Athen&um, April 10th, 1880.

When the title-page of this Gallery was engraved, about 1665, 
the plates had probably been in course of production for fifteen years 
or more. They are by Jan Lutma, Visscher, Theodor Matham, Van 
Daalen, Vermeulen, and Falck; and are magnificent specimens of 
engraving, especially in these brilliant unlettered engravers’ proofs. 
Some of the plates are etched by a peculiar process, called “an 
maillet” by its inventor, Jan Lntma. This is an unmatched and 
unraatchable copy, which passed through Mariette’s hands in 1678, one 
of the plates bearing his name and that date on the back, while the 
inscriptions to all the plates, as well as the MS. list of plates, are in 
his handwriting. Altogether there are 41 plates, thus composed :— 
Of Nos. 3, 6, 30 there are double impressions, one before all lettering, 
and one after the artists’ names. The other 38 seem to compose the 
complete set of the Reynst Cabinet, a matter unknown to Brunet and 
other writers, who only specify 33 plates. The 38 are enumerated by 
Marietta as 1-25, 25*, 26, 26*, 27-36. Three plates near the end— 
31, 32, 36—are avec la lettre—that is, they bear the artists’ names. 

The Reynst Cabinet, collected by Gerard Reynst, of Amsterdam, 
partly in England, partly on the Continent, contained some of the 
rarest and best pictures of the Old Masters.

This magnificent work was published by subscription, in single 
prints, issued at long intervals, several at 31s 6<l each. Sir Joseph 
Banks, upon an occasion of addressing the Society of Antiquaries, said, 
in reference to the representations of Mosaic Pavements in the above 
work, “ Others have shown us what they thought these remains ought 
to have been, but Fowler has shown us what they are, and this is what 
we want.” For graphic truthfulness and effect, these representations 
have never been equalled. The Prospectuses are very interesting, 
and are now great rarities. 

The ingenious Mr. Fowler was originally a journeyman carpenter, 
of patient and persevering habits; the difficulties he had to encounter 
in executing the present work were almost insurmountable. The work, 
which is scrupulously correct in all its featnres, is entirely his own; 
the drawing, the engraving, the preparation of the colours, and even 
the making of the paper, for he could get no paper-maker to undertake 
it, are all the work of liis own hands. Not forty copies were ever 
completed.
